Mr.  Chairman,  Madeline  Lady  Lees,  Mrs.  Worley  Morton  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the  year  1956. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  and  the  health  of  the 
district,  generally  speaking,  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  one  of  which  was  fatal, 
compared  with  eight  cases,  one  being  fatal,  in  1955. 

Births  registered  during  the  year  were  two  fewer  and  deaths  were  thirteen 
more  than  in  1955.  The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates 
given  in  the  report  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  make  allowance 
for  the  variations  in  sex  and  age  groups,  and  in  the  case  of  death  rate  takes 
account  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area.  They  are  used  to  multiply 
the  respective  crude  birth  and  death  rates  so  as  to  make  them  comparable  with 
the  rates  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

It  is  pleasing  to  again  report  an  increased  number  of  houses  being  improved 
with  the  aid  of  grant  under  section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  The  prospect 
of  applicants  for  Council  houses  is  not  so  bright  owing  to  the  unavoidable 
slowing  up  of  the  Council’s  housing  programme.  The  need  of  young  families 
living  in  furnished  rooms  and  shared  accommodation  is  mentioned  in  the  housing 
section  of  this  report. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  Council's 
comprehensive  water  supply  schemes,  and  the  regrouping  of  water  undertakings 
in  the  area  is  foreshadowed.

Two  local  schemes  for  water  supply  were  completed  during  the  year,  one 
at  Bere  Regis  to  afford  a  supply  to  the  whole  village  with  water  from  the 
Briantspuddle  source,  and  one  at  Acton  in  the  parish  of  Langton  Matravers 
with  water  taken  in  hulk  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  supply. 

No  new  sources  of  public  supply  were  brought  into  use  during  the  year. 

Increasing  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  supply 
at  Winfrith  from  the  borehole  at  East  Knighton.  A  start  was  made  on  the 
cleaning  and  deepening  of  the  borehole  in  December  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  enable  it,  in  future,  to  meet  the  summer  demand. 

Acute  water  shortage  is  experienced  almost  invariably  every  summer  in  the 
Valley  Road,  Harmans  Cross  area  of  the  parish  of  Langton  Matravers,  where 
development  has  taken  place  in  the  years  following  both  wars  and  where  the  only 
water  available  is  from  shallow  wells  and  rain  water  tanks.  Householders  make 
arrangements  for  the  cartage  of  water  from  a  neighbouring  public  supply  during 
periods  of  shortage.  Apart  from  the  supply  to  Acton  and  Bere  Regis  the  water 
supply  position  in  the  district  has.  remained  substantially  the  same  as  in  1953. 

A  total  of  1 46  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  93  were  taken  from  public  supplies,  10  from  small  piped 
supplies  and  43  from  individual  wells.  The  results  of  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ations  are  given  on  page  5-  As  a  result  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  from 
the  East  Stoke  spring  which  supplies  the  Council  houses,  chlorination  of  the 
supply  is  now  carried  out.  The  unsatisfactory  results  from  the  Bere  Regis 
and  Acton  public  supply  were  obtained  from  samples  taken  during  the  sterilization 
of  the  new  mains  before  they  were  brought  into  use. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Council  had  under  consideration 
Circular  52/56  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  dated  26th. 
September,  1956,  relating  to  the  regrouping  of  wrater  undertakings  vdiich  was  sent 
to  all  water  undertakers,  and  the  Council  had  preliminary  joint  discussions  with 
neighbouring  water  undertakers  to  discuss  regrouping. 

Statutory  Areas  of  Supply  of  Water  Undertakings  within  the  District 

Poole  Corporation  Supply:  The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett 
Matravers ;  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an  imaginary 
straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Lytchett 
Matravers  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by  north  terminating  at  the  southern¬ 
most  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Sturminster  Marshall,  and  so  much  of  the  parish 
of  Wareham  St.  Martin  as  lies  to  the  east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  parallel  to 
and  200  yards  to  the  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham. 

Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply:  The  parish  of  Langton  Matravers  and 

the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Supply:  The  parish  op  West  Lulworth. 


Few  Water  Supplies: 

Main  Comprehensive t  Scheme:  This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the 

Council's  borehole  at  Briantspuddle  which  was  acquired  in  1952,  to  all  parts  of 
the  district  not  already  served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  under¬ 
taking.  The  scheme  had  been  included  provisionally  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local.  Government  in  the  Grant-aided  work  for  1956/57#  but  no  progress  was 
made  in  the  construction  of  works  during  trie  year.  Negotiations  arc  still 
proceeding  with  the  Authority  for  the  proposed  Atomic  Energy  Research  Establish¬ 
ment  at  Winfrith  for  a  bulk  supply  of  water  to  that  establishment. 

Negotiations  were  also  taking  place  with  the  War  Department  for  a  bulk  supply  to 
Bovington  Camp.  No  decision  was  reached  as  to  the  amount  of  water  the  Swanage 
Urban  District  Council  will  require. 
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Temporary  Village  District  Schemes 

These  are  schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  from  local  sources  until  water 
becomes  available  from  the  main  Briaircspuddle  source,  and  are  planned  so  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  installation  and  distributing  mains  can  be  used  when 
the  main  comprehensive  scheme  is  developed.  Schemes  have  already  been  completed 
for  supplying  Church  Knowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  Winfrith,  Stoborough,  Ridge 
and  Acton. 

Studland;  This  scheme  is  still  in  abeyance. 


Piped  Supplies. 

Public 

Acton;  Prom  a  bulk  supply  taken  from  Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  supply. 

Affpuddle  and  Turners  Puddle:  Prom  the  Briantspuddle  source.  The  water  is 

derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddle  and  is  chlorinated. 
Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  at  Worgret:  From  the  Wareham  Borough  Council's 

supply. 

Church  Knowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  and  Winfrith  are  each  supplied  from  local 
sources  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers.  Prom  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council's 
supply. 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 

Upton,  Lytchett 'Minster,  Organford  and  Sandford  from  Poole  Corporation  supply. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  ICeynes  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
supply . 

These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  with  regard 
to  quantity  and  quality. 


Privately  Owned 


Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate,  and  the 
water  banteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 


Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies  from 
surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston  supply  which 
is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of 
samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies  are  variable. 


-age  supjjly  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on  neighbouring 
heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give  consistent  highly 
satisfactory  results.  The  quality  of  water  available  is  very  limited  and 

shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months.

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SFJSFAGE  AMD  DRAINAGE 

There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  Langton  Matravers  and 
West  Lulworth,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestwall  areas  of  the  parish  of  Wareham 
St.  Martin.  Particulars  of  these  sewerage  systems  are  given  on  page  7. 

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
at  Briantspuddle  and  difficulties  were  met  in  dealing  with  water  which  delayed 
completion,  but  the  scheme  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1957. 

The  first  extension  of  the  Sandford  sewerage  system  to  a  housing  site  east 
of  Gore  Hill  which  will  ultimately  serve  110  houses  was  completed  in  June,  1956* 

With  the  prospect  of  adequate  piped  water  supply  being  available  in  the 
villages  of  the  district  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  the  Council  appreciate 
that  the  need  for  main  sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  will  become  more 
urgent  and  intend  to  carry  out  schemes  for  sewering  of  villages  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit. 

Proposed  Sewerage  Schemes 

Briantspuddle ; 

Difficulties  were  met  in  dealing  with  water  which  has  delayed  completion 
but  the  scheme  will  be  in  operation  in  the  early  months  of  1957. 

Corfe  Castle: 

This  scheme  which  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  in  1947> 
is  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 

Sandford: 

The  first  sewerage  extension  to  the  housing  site  east  of  Gore  Hill,  was 
completed  in  June,  1956.  The  second  extension  will  go  to  tender  in 
January,  1957. 

Upton: 

The  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  a  scheme  for  sewering  Upton  with 
arrangements  for  discharge  of  sewage  to  a  proposed  Poole  Corporation  scheme  for 
an  adjoining  area,  as  an  alternative  to  their  own  scheme  with  a  disposal  w/orks 
at  Upton.  The  Council  decided  to  proceed  with  its  own  original  scheme. 

No  progress  was  made  on  the  construction  of  the  works  during  the  year,  but  it 
is  hoped  to  go  to  tender  during  the  financial  year  1957/58. 

Wool: 

Tentative  discussions  have  taken  place  with  a  view  to  treating  the  Winfrith 
Atomic  Energy  Research  Establishment's  domestic  sewage  in  a  joint  works  with  the 
Rural  District  Council.  It  is  hoped  that  further  developments  wall  enable  this 
scheme  to  proceed  in  the  near  future.

Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the  owner  to  meet 
the  needs  of  holiday  makers.  The  Council's  scheme  for  a  public  convenience  to 

serve  the  village  is  at  present  in  abeyance  owing  to  the  'credit  squeeze'.

These  figures  of  course  are  constantly  changing  by  reason  of  the 
erection  of  new  houses,  improvements,  etc.  and  the  gradual  demolition  of 
unfit  properties:.  Tables  and  figures  given  later  in  this  report  indicate 
to  what  extent  a  gradual  improvement  is  taking  place  although  it  must  be 
remembered  that  this  does  not  reflect  the  true  position  as  no  means  are 
available  of  gauging  the  disrepair  and  decline  into  Cat,  5  of  properties 
placed  originally  in  Cat.  4. 

It  appears,  from  the  increasing  number  of  applications  for  improvement 
grants  that  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  have  become 
widely  known  to  the  general  public.  The  small  table  beneath  will  give 
some  idea  of  the  popularity  of  the  enactment  -

During  the  year  1 2  demolition  orders  were  made  and  undertakings  not  to 
use  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  were  accepted  in  respect  of  11 
dwellings. 


The  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  331 ,  an  increase  of  12  on  the  figure  for  1955* 

A  number  of  those  for  rehousing  are  newly  married  couples  and  young  families 
who  look  forward  to  having  homes  of  their  own  but  are  forced  to  live  in 
furnished  rooms.  These  families  live  under  conditions  which  produce 
considerable  mental  strain  and  tension  which  may  lead  to  complete  disruption 
of  the  family  and  serious  manifestations  of  antisocial  behaviour  in  the 
children.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  the  Council  to  give  the  utmost  priority 
for  rehousing  to  newly  weds  and  young  families  living  in  furnished  rooms.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 

There  was  one  death  from  acute  poliomyelitis,  one  death  from  whooping 
cough,  four  deaths  from  pneumonia,  two  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one 
death  from  meningococcal  meningitis  in  a  case  which  had  not  been  formally 
notified  before  death. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Three  cases  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Two  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  Service  families  at  Bovington  Camp  within  18  days  of  each 
other.  The  third  case  with  onset  about  the  same  time  occurred  in  another 
part  of  the  district  and  was  unconnected  with  them. 

Case  1 .  A  child  of  4  years  with  acute  polioencephalitis  died 
within  1 2  hours  of  onset  of  illness . 

Case  2.  A  child  of  8  months  with  onset  of  paralysis  about 

20  days  after  receiving  an  injection  of  diphtheria- 
pertussis  vaccine  in  the  left  upper  arm. 

Case  3.  A  boy  of  14  years  developed  paralysis  of  the  muscles 
of  the  neck  three  days  after  returning  from  a  holiday 
in  another  area. 


Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  a  family  where  the  suspected  food  was  boiled 
pickled  tongue.  Bacteriological  investigations  on  samples  from  the  persons 
affected,  food  handlers,  others  in  the  family  and  the  remains  of  the  suspected 
food  gave  negative  results. 

One  case  was  notified  where  the  food  suspected  was  pressed  pork  sandwiches. 
In  this  case  also  bacteriological!,  investigations  on  specimens  from  the  case, 
others  in  the  family  and  food  handlers  and  on  a  sample  of  the  suspected  food 
yielded  negative  results. 

In  all  cases  the  onset  of  illness,  the  main  symptoms  of  which  were 
vomitting,  diarrhoea  and  abdominal  pains,  was  within  5  to  6  hours  of  ingestion 
of  the  suspected  meal;  the  duration  of  the  illness  was  about  24  hours. 

The  rapid  onset  and  the  short  duration  of  the  illness  suggest  that  it  was  due 
to  an  unidentified  preformed  toxin  in  the  food. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Yi/ho oping  Cough  and  Measles  showed  no  undue  severity,.  One  case 
of  dysentery,  Sonne  type,  v^as  notified. 

Tuberculosis 

Five  more  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  than  in 
1955,  but  the  number  is  not  higher  than  has  been  notified  in  some  other  years. 


During  the  year  the  Local  Health  Authority  carried  out  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  of  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  9  years,  bom  in  March  or 
November,  under  a  scheme  initiated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  182  children 
living  in  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  completed  the  course  of 
vaccination.  It  is  hoped  that  as  more  vaccine  becomes  available  and  the 
public  are  more  informed  as  to  the  simplicity  and  safety  of  the  vaccination 
there  will  be  a  better  response  to  the  offer  of  protection  against  this 
disease  which  can  leave  such  distressing  crippling  defects.
